grant was received from a local service organization (Junior League), 
wKich enabled CANCO to hire a part-tir^e coordi«ator, and full-time 
secretary, apd topurchase some training and eduj^ational materials In 
March 1977, CA^O received a Title XX Contract from the State Depart- 
ment o( Public Welfare to provide parents counseling tq prevent or 
temedy child abuse and neglect This contract required that the C*ANCO 
Coordinator go/ull-time, and that a counselor a«nd lay therapist b^ired

Thefirst sessicjh was an overview of child abuse as it involves the court. 
Speakers were David W Bahlmann, Judge Thomas R. Milligan and Rett 
Donnelly, an attorney and representing the St. Joseph Gounty Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare 

Mr ^ahlmann was the first speaker and presented a historic overview of 
the problem He smarted by discussing the first reported c6urt case which 
washeld in New YOrk City over 100 years ago He explained that the case 
was lost because th^re were no child abuse statutes. It was refil^d under 
trte cruelt]/to animals statutesand won. In 1899 the Juvenile Court system 
was deveroped and. the cbn(?ept of neglected and abused children was 
accepted Moving through tSe history he discussed the advances made in 
1962 and 1963 when Dr Kempe developed thebattered child concept, a 
philosophy which nad an impact on. the medical fielcf and promoted 
treatment models which included the entire family 

From that point, he JisCussed the emergence of the Family Court audits 
role in treatment Thts was followed by a discussion of th^ Indiana 
legislation of 1965 which required doctors to report suspected cases of 
child abuse. In 1971 the'medics encouraged legislation which required 
every person suspicious of child abuse to report it to the authorities. 

The next majdr legislation came m 1974 when the Congress passed the 
Q tional Child Abuse and Treatment Act. This act oreated a grant pro- 
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gram which provided federal funds tojJtate^» which qu^hfied Thepfovl-. 
sions of this act included the followiTig

judge MiUigan took the rostrum^and discussed the Indiana taw ^nd the 
definition of child abuse He stated that the Indiana law provides a wide ♦ 
latitude for service to the child because it^ecifies that any person may 
''submit information on abuse or neglect rie continued by, discussing 
intake which he described as the -follow-up on an inquiry or complaint by 
the authorities He stated .that after intake the court ha^jM^^^lterna- 
tives* (a)^o disregard the complaint^ (b)'to handle the complaint infor- 
m<illy, (c) to proceed in court In discussing adjudication he stated that it • 
was a court process which took into consideration (a) how the child w^s 
injured, (b^if the child had beervreceiving proper care, (c) if the child has 
been living in a proper place, (d) if the living conditions are injiirious to 
the child'-s health and morals 

In his discussion of problems encountered \^ reaching decisions; he 
indicated that it was often diffi^ruLt to arrive at a "balance of interest " He 
\ explained by saymg that people (parents) have a righHotlive their lives ♦ 
and the child has the right n'Qt to byfbused The judge must find the * 
* balance He further stated tljat^it is necessary tcf weigh each case accord- 
, ing to life styles and patterns ^o- that intent might be recognized. He 
suggested that we not permit our values to conflict with good judgment. 
He further stated that the court and the soc\^l workers supplying infor- 1(k 
mation to the court must ha\:.e the courage to ''call the shots as we see 
them " Each , person irwolved must have the coucage of his conviction 

He bhen discussed the disposition ' He stated that the goal is to "work out 
' the problems" in sUch a way thp child would be kept in the family If that 
^ f'ts^h't possible the coyrt depends on the DPW to recommend (a) foster 
home^ (b) a group home, or fc) an institution. 

^ Mr Donnelly discussed the attorney's role in child abuse hearings He 
^ reiterated the goal of keeping a child I'n its own l)ome or returning a child 
to his'home He described a court settipg as an adversary situation and 
stressed the need to^establish good working relations betweenthe police, 
the sociaJ workers, the prosecutor and the court He also included com- 
ments about the^ contract between the abusing parent(s) and^the cOutt, 
")Ugges*ed that it must be manageable (realistic)

and the infdrmation:to be gathered to get prosecutions Some ot the 
points included in hi?; presentation were *(a) that most abusers do not 
want to acc^t the policeman's mterx ention role and that the,ol^t»cers are 
usually m^t witl; iT^ostilitv lo combat this situation he encourages pro- 
grams which teach policemen to understand individual ditterer^^s and 
^ife. styles, (b) that people, including social workers, must understand 
that police officers have the responsibih^ty and authority to take children
